It Prerat to be a Ureal Rem edial Agent 
In Hog Cholera 


W a s h in g t o n . Jan 
17.—The chief of 
th® bureau of animal industry, Dr. D. 
E. Salmon, has submitted to Secretary 
Wilson a report upon the experiments 
mad® in the treatm ent of hogs for hog 
cholera with antitoxine serum. 
This 
•comm is made upon the same principal 
as the antitoxine of diphtheria. 
This serum was la# fall tested in 
Page county, la., on several herds of 
swine, containing altogether 278 ani* 
definite returns aa to cause of death 
mala. Leaving ont one herd, from which 
could not be obtained, only 39 died ont 
of 244 animala treated, of which bd 
were sick. 
Consequently 82 S per cent 
of the animals in these beards were 
saved. 
Of untreated herds kept under obser­ 
vation daring the period referred to 
about 86 per cent of the animals died. 
Secretary Wilson says that undoubt­ 
edly the results reported by Dr. Salmon 
will be most encouraging to hog raisers. 
The cost of the serum now is but IO 
cents per head of animals treated, only 
one dose being required. 
“ It is, in my opinion,’' said the secre­ 
tary, "of the utmost importance that 
this serum for the next year at least be 
made by the bureau under our own su­ 
pervision and distributed in large quan­ 
tities in order to demonstrate it® efficacy 
upon a m ort extended scale. 
It is abso­ 
lutely essential that during tho experi­ 
mental stage serum of undoubted qual­ 
ity be used. 
“ I prop »u to ask Congress to provide 
an appropriation necessary to enable 
this department to furnish 2,000,000 
doses of serum during the next year and 
to make a considerable portion of the 
appropriation immediately available. 
“.The loupes from hog cholera are so 
enormous aud have weighed nj heavily 
upon our farm ers that I cannot imagine 
that congress will for a moment hesi­ 
tate to make the appropriations neces­ 
sary to carry on this work thoroughly. 
Indeed, apart froth the stake farmers 
have in this m atter, to refuse to provide 
for a thorough lest of this remedy now 
would be inured penny-wise and pound 
foolish, fen* the aisoovery of this scrum 
has involved already many yevrs of 
work and a very large sum of money. 
It woald be a great mistake, uow that 
so great a discovery seems to have been 
made, not to ftish the work by giving it 
a thorough and extensive test. ”

Benjamin Butterworth wa* w hit is 
known as a “birthright Qu iker,” 
Those 
who knew him bon during his busy career 
an- unanimous in saying of him; 
“Hi* 
daily life was as exemplary of the tenets 
of that good old faith as that of any pub­ 
lic official could be." 
He wa* born in Warren county, O-.Oct. 
83, 1837; was a member of the state senate 
of Ohio from Warren and Butler counties 
in 1873-74; was elected from the First Ohio 
district to the 47th, 49th. 50th and ai st 
congresses. From then until appointed 
to the position hi' occupied at his death he 
devoted most of hi* ti mo to the practice 
of law, especially patent law, in Washing­ 
ton. 
“ Ben” Butterwortn, as he has alway* 
been I jest known, spent his earlier years 
round about Maineville and Foster'* 
Crossing—the latter a little station ou the 
Little Miami railroad. 
His father wa* 
Win. Butterwort!!, his mother a Linton. 
a family noted throughout the entire line 
for their keenness of Intellect, powers of 
perception and strength in speech and de­ 
bate. 
Both parent® were of Quaker 
ancestry. 
Major Butterwort)!’® keen in 
lect and 
remarkable powers of perception were in­ 
herited from hi* mother. 
Hi* first 
aequaintaco with law was made in the 
office of Durbin Ward, then a successful 
practitioner in Cincinnati. 
During the war he attained the rank of 
major in an Ohio regiment. He was com­ 
missioner of patents first during the 
administrations of Garfield and Arthur 
and his record male then aud subse­ 
quently had great weight with President 
McKinley in selecting him for that position 
He wa* made secretary of the world’s 
fair project early in the inception of that 
groat enterprise at Chicago during the 
oarly 90s and worked along in that ca­ 
pacity with honor to himself and profit to 
the company until its close. 
A wife aud four children survive the 
dead statesman. His wife was Miss Mary 
Schuyler of Pennsylvania. The children 
are Mrs. Howe of Washington, a widow; 
William, who married a Mi>* Deere of 
Moline, Ills.; young Ben, who was In­ 
jured in a col u-ge game early in life, aud 
Frank, whose prowess as a foul.all coach 
and fullback is almost international.

The post relations of ancient Stuttgart 
were unpretentious.

Letters were carriei 
out of the city by postilions. There war 
a number of couriers, aud as a surety 
against mistakes there hung in the post 
office, beside the curious mail bags, a 
huge whip, with which, when the com­ 
mission bud been given to the courier, a 
powerful blow for the strengthening ol 
his memory was dealt him. 
Coaches aud post wagons were inno­ 
cent of any suggestion of comfort—a 
high, clumsy wooden box was secured 
by thick leathern straps, and in the 
cavernous bottom were confined togethei 
packages and passengers.

They W ere 
Substantially th e Same aa 
Those of th e Present Day. 
The boys and girls of the present day 
who become enthusiastic over some new 
sport and boast that their particular 
“ club” lins the very “ newest thing 
out” would be surprised if they could 
discover how closely many of the old 
time pastimes resemble our own. 
The Eskimos of the frozen north, the 
Tupinambras of the Brazilian pampas, 
the gamins of the Paris streets, the boys 
and girls of London, of Boston and of 
Philadelphia, have one kindred tie—the 
love of sport. There is nothing new un­ 
der the sun, said the wise man, and es­ 
pecially is there nothing new in youth­ 
ful games. 
Archaeologists have found dolls in 
Egyptian pyramids aud on prehistoric 
tombs; the name of a popular ball club 
was found scrawled upon the outer 
walls of Pompeiian houses, and one of 
the most exciting matches on record 
was the one stubbornly fought between 
the rival nines of Montezuma, king of 
Mexico, and Nezahual-pilli, *tzin of 
Tezeuco. 
Tho boys of ancient Greece and Rome 
played at whip top, and quoits, and 
baseball, and pitch penny, and blind­ 
m an^ buff, and hide aud seek, and 
jackstones, and follow my leader, just 
as do the boys of today. The girls were 
experts at seesaw, aud swinging, aud 
dancing, aud grace hoops, and dice 
throwing, and bull play, aud, in Sparta, 
even at running, wrestling and leaping. 
Tobogganing is as old as ice and snow, 
and when you play at cherry pits you 
aro only doing what Nero and Commo- 
dus aud young Theinistocles did ages 
ago in Home and in Athens. 
So, whatever the age or whatever the 
clime, boys and girls of the world have 
always lived more for play than for 
anything else, and however harsh or 
bard their surroundings, however stern 
or strict their fathers aud their mothers, 
they always found aud always made 
the most of the time for play.

Tho complaint of “ unfairness” on 
one side aud of disagreeable triumph 
on another seem to be the most notice­ 
able features at the close of the sports 
of today, aud we cannot help wonder­ 
ing if this was a feature of the games of 
olden times or if in this respect the 
young people of 
the present really 
have “ something new .” — Philadelphia 
Times.

THE USE OF COCAINE. 


Hone Trainers and Jockeys Find It T is 
fol aa a B racer F o r T h eir Nags. 
Within a recent period cocaine ha* 
oome into use on the race track as a 
stimulant. Horses that are worn and ex­ 
hausted, or are uncertain as to speed and 
endurance, are given IO to 16 grains of 
cocaine by the needle under the skin at 
the time of starting, or a few moment* 
before. 
The effects are very prominent, and a 
veritable muscular delirium follows, in

Sometimes tbs 
horse becomes delirious and onmanage 
able and leaves the track in a wild 
frenzy, often killing the driver, or bs 
drops dead on the track from cocaine, al­ 
though the cause is uuknowu to any but 
tho owner and driver. Some horses have 
been given as high as 20 grains at a 
time, but this is dangerous and only 
given to wornout animals, who may by 
this means win a race. 
It appears tbnt 
cocaine is only used in running races 
aud as a temporary stimulant for the 
time.

Letters were carrier 
out of the city by postilions, There wa: 
a number of couriers, aud as a surety 
against m istakes thoro hung in the post 
office, beside the curious m ail bags, a 
huge whip, w ith which, when the com ­ 
mission bud been given to the courier, a 
powerful blow for the strengthening of 
his memory was dealt him. 
Couches mid post wagons were inno­ 
cent of any suggestion of com fort—a 
high, clumsy wooden box was secured 
by thick leathern straps, aud in the 
cavernous br item w< re confined together 
package* and passengers. Up and down 
hill, over ruts and rocks, the eumbrou* 
vehicle rattled on its way, the hapless 
travelers being ever on the defensive 
against the assaults of tum bling boxes 
aud boud lex Aud then the w eary slow 
ness of the way! Form erly the journey 
from S tuttgart to Tubingen w as made 
in 12 boors.

But good grooms give un­ 
usual attention to rubbing and bathing 
the legs in hot water and stim ulants 
The general effect cm the borse is de 
pre ss ion, from which he soon reuovers, 
but it is found essential to give cocains 
•gain to make sure of bls speed. 
Th* 
action of cocaine grows more transient 
as the use increases, and when a long 
period of scoring follows before tho rues 
begins drivers give a second dose secret­ 
ly while in the saddle. 
Sometimes tbs 
horse becomes delirious and unmanage 
able and leaves the track in a wild 
frenzy, often killing the driver, or he 
drops dead on the track from cocaine, al­ 
though the cau^e is unknown to any but 
tho owner and driver. Some horses have 
been given aa high as 20 grains at a 
time, but this is dangerous aud only 
given to wornout animals, who may by 
this means win a race. 
It appears that 
cocaine is only used in running races 
aud as a temp miry stimulant for the 
time. 
It is claimed that tim Hashing 
eyes and trembling excitement of the 
horse are strong evidence of the ace of 
Mvuuna.—-Cincinnati Enquirer.

Coaches and post wagons were inno­ 
cent of any suggestion of com fort—a 
high, clumsy wooden box was secured 
by thick leathern straps, anti in the 
cavernous bottom were confined together 
packages and passengers. Up aud down 
hill, over ruts and rocks, the cumbrous 
vehicle rattled on its way, the hapless 
travelers being ever on the defensive 
against the assaults of tum bling boxes 
aud bundles.

Form erly the journey 
from S tu ttg art to Tubingen w as made 
in 13 hours.

Those of the Present Day. 
The boys and girls of th© present day 
who become enthusiastic over some new 
sport aud boast th a t th eir particular 
“ club” bas th© very “ new est thing 
out” w ould be surprised if they could 
discover how closely m any of the old 
tim e pastim es resemble our own. 
The Eskimos of the frozen north, the 
Tupinam bras of the B razilian pampas, 
the gam ins of the P aris streets, the boys 
aud girls of London, of Boston and of 
Philadelphia, have one kindred tie—the 
love of sport. There is nothing new u n ­ 
der the sun, said the w ise m an, and es­ 
pecially is there nothing new in youth­ 
ful games. 
Archaeologists have found dolls in 
Egyptian pyram ids aud on prehistoric 
tombs; the nam e of a popular ball club 
was found scrawled upon the outer 
w alls of Pom peiian houses, and one of

THE USE OF COCAINE. 


B e n e T reiuer* end Jockey* Find I t He# 
fol ** * B racer F o r T h eir Nag*. 
W ithin ft recent period cocaine bat 
corno into nse on tho race traok ii* • 
stim u lan t Horne* that are worn and ex­ 
hausted, or are uncertain a* to speed and 
endurance, are given IO to lo grains of 
cocaine by the needle under the skin at 
the lim e of starting, or a few moment* 
before. 
The effects are very prom inent, and a 
veritable m uscular delirium follows, in 
Which tho horse display* unusual speed 
and often unexpectedly win* the race. 
This agitation continues, and the drive* 
bas difficulty in “ slowing dow n” th* 
horse after the race is over; not unfr* 
quently the horse w ill go half way ro u al 
again before he can be stopped. The tx- 
haustion which follows is not m arked 
except in the great thirst and loss of ap­ 
petite. 
Sometimes diarrhea aud treat* 
bling follow. But good grooms give un­ 
usual attention to rubbing and bathing 
the legs in hot w ater and stim ulants. 
The general effect on the boric is dw 
pression, from which he soon reuovera, 
but it is found essential to give cocaine 
again to make euro of bls speed. 
The 
action of cocaine grows more transient 
as the nse increases, aud when a long 
period of scoring follows before the race 
begins drivers give a second dose secret­ 
ly w hile in the saddle. 
Sometimes th* 
horse becomes delirious and onmanage 
able and leaves the track in a wild 
frenzy, often killing the driver, or he 
drops dead on the track from cocaine, al­ 
though the cause is unknown to any bat 
the owner and driver. Some horses have 
been given us high aa 20 grains at a 
tim e, but this is dangerous and only 
given to wornout animals, who may by 
this means win a race. 
It appears that 
cocaine is only used in running races 
and as a tem jnrary stim ulant for the 
time. 
It is claim ed that the flashing 
eyes and trem bling excitement of the 
horse are strong evidence of the m e of 
•nrunna—Cincinnati Enquirer.
